SUBIECT: Contrel ef Dissemisation and Use af

1. GIA staff members, representing all interested Gfiices 
have for over a year saught a voluties te the prablemse vf pro- 
tection ef sources and methads axiging from the dissemination 
and use of intelligence and intelligence information. The most 
important consideration wae the desirability of ebtaining imaxi- 
mem necessary use of intelligence while, with a minimus: a: 
administration, protecting sources and methods. 


2. After drafting a preposed DCID 11/2 te standardize 
centrel practices in:ths intelligence community, CIA staf 
officers met with representatives ef the IAC agencies and the 
draft waa further refined. The LAC represeutatives suppor: 
the attached draft DCID 11/2. 


3. The majer objnctives of the propesal are, through 
standardisation, te reduce the number of control mechanisn:is, 
provide a commen undesstandizg of gentrels among the cailaciors 
producers and disseminators, eliminate existing confusies:, aad, 
importantly, te provide a single written definition of control 
pelicy and precedure agreed by all concerned.
